XOT WORTH FRESEKVIMJ. 


A great deal of the campaign lit- 


oratnro which will be put forth this 
year trill have an early consignment 
to the rubbish heap. The speeches 
made by the average btunip speaker, 
including members of Congress, are 
largely uia.de tip of material drawn 
from the newspapers. Pour out of 
six volumes of the 
Congressional 


Record which has jnst been issued, 
are made up of campaign speeches 
most of which were never delivered 
in Congress at all. This kind of 
literature may do some service in the 
" rural districts." But intelligent 
rotors care little for it. 


Moreover the campaign has as- 


sumed » needlessly personal tone. 
Neither Hayes nor Tilden can be 
taken down because of nny personal 
defect. They represent the princi- 
ples of two great parties, and these 
are fair subjects 
of 
discussion. 


Hayes is Go-'ernor of Ohio; and 
Tilden of New York. Both of them 
are wise and able executive men. 
Th«y represent parties which prof ess 
to hold some principles in common, 
und to differ widely about others. 
The history of both of these parties 
is pretty well-known to the country. 


The Democratic party maintained 


the 
doctrine of 
State Eights. 


That doctrine when it had been 
fnlly developed led directly to the 
late civil war. James Buchanan af- 
firmed that he had no power to 
. coerce States to remain in the Union. 
The States in his view were sover- 
eign. That was the heresy of Floyd. 
tfeft'Davis and all the leaders who aet 
up the Confederacy. That doctrine 
was also exploded with the Confeder- 
acy. Butthe sameheresyis still main- 
tained by a large part of the Demo- 
cratic party. 


The Fourteenth and Fifteenth 


amendments to the Constitution were 
bitterly opposed by the Democratic 
Party but were adopted in spite of 
tint opposition by Republican votes. 
The Democratic party is not recon- 
ciled to the rasnlts of the late war 
and probably never will be. It does 
not honestly believe in the principle 
of civil rights as declared in the 
amendment to the constitution, al- 
though considerable numbers be- 
longing to that party accept the 
Amendment as a finality. Neither 
<loes the Democratic party maintain 
any sound principle touching na- 
tional finances. In default of this it 
resorts to shuffling expedients tenet- 
ing only to embarrass more 'honest 
-efforts for an early return to specie 
payments. It has evolved no system, 
but has be«n content to obstruct as 
/V*s possible any system proposed 
by thS opposite party. In short it 
has attempted to gain praise by sharp 
practice-*/* system of tactics en- 
forced on theev* of an election. 


.Something of the bitterness of the 


•old anti-Union spirit was shown by 
ihe Democratic majority in the lower 
House which turned out nearly all 
the Union meit and ex.-aoldiers hold- 
ing subordinate positions in the 
House, and filled their places with 
ei-Confederate soldiers, or men who 


been identified with the Confed- 


erate 
something m-te than a blunder. It 
was » notice to the' country, ancon- 
scionsly given, of the an>ous whieh 
still prevailed in the Dem..'xjrBtlc 


party, and was a hint of what migh 
be expected if that party prevailed 


Now one of the questions whio' 


every intelligent voter must answe 
for himself is: Will it do to trns 
tkis party for the asxt four years 
Has it done anything to entitle it t 
the confidence of the people? If i 
is substantially the same party whic" 
has been repudiated for the last six 
teen years, why should it now be ea 
trusted with the administration o 
the country? 


CHEAP MONEY. 


The Secretary of the Treasury re- 


cently concluded a contract for the 
sale of $300,000,000 of 4% per cent 
Government bonds to be issued un- 
der the funding aoU of 1870 and 1671, 
The remarkable fact is that that these 
bonds were taken at par, less half of 
one per cent, commission. 
There 


was capitalists who were glad to get 
4% per cent, for their money. In 
England the rates of interest had 
ruled as low as one and a-half per 
cent. An Englishman who own« 
the lot on the corner of Cloy and 
Kearny streets in Sail Francisco, on 
which is the building in whiclf the 
Supreme Court is held, recently 
refused to take $100,000 for the 
property, not because that was not 
a fair price, but became ha could 
find no place to invest money iu 
Europe where it would bring him 
any reasonable income. 


PKOF. HCXUST, the great English 


scientist, is to deliver the address at 
the opening of the John Hopkins 
University during the present month. 
President Oilman has been success- 
ful iu calling around him Home of 
the most notable men ia the com- 
monwealth of science and Utters.
